culiar to those establishments goes to show that good liv- 
ing Is not Incompatible with a bad life. 


MAKE THE PUNISHMENT FIT THE CRIME 


D 


ISCUSSION of the atrocious crime which was recent- 


ly committed in our midst brings to light the fact 


that the utmost limit for a crime of this nature is four- 
teen yean* Imprisonment. 
The statute reads: 


"An assault with Jntent to kill, commit rape, • • • •shall 


subject the offender to imprisonment in the state prison 
for a term not less than one year nor more than fourteen 
years. An assault with a deadly' weapon, instrument or 
other thing, with Intent to inflict upon the person of an- 
other a bodily injury, where no considerable provocation 
appears, or where the circumstances of the asnault show 
an abandoned and malignant heart, shall subject the of- 
fender to Imprisonment in the state prison not less than 
one year, or exceeding two years, or to a* fine not less than 
one thousand nor exceeding five thousand dollars, or by 
both such flne and imprisonment." 


Very few will contend that the above statute Is severe 


enough in Its penalty to lit such a case as that which hor- 
rllled Reno lust Friday morning. The flend who com- 
mitted that atrocious assault has placed himself beyond 
the pale of human sympathy. The language contains no 
word fit to desi-rlbe such a character. It Is libel on the 
animal kingdom to designate him as a brute, and yet if 
a human being Is attacked by a savage animal no com- 
punctions are felt when It Is summarily deprived of life. 
In this «-reuture any less a fiend because he masquerades 
In human form? There may be cases occur in which cir- 
cumstances would mitigate the degree of punishment, but 
when the assault Is made upon a defenseless woman, with 
the ferocity which characterized the case In point, nothing 
but the death penalty, summarily administered can fit tin- 
case. 


It may be said that with all the lynchlngs and burn- 


Ings nt the stoke which have occurred In the south where 
such crimes are more prevalent, the dread of tiie punish- 
ment so swiftly meted out does not prevent their recur- 
rence, but who can say that It is not a deterrent? 


It Js the law's delays which lead to popular uprisings 


In the form of mobs, and the law In such coses should 
be so framed that the penalty should be death even though 
the victim of the assault should not die. Provision should 
be made to eliminate legal delays and bring the guilty be- 
fore a tribunal without delay.

FELT WHEN THE 


MOB WAS NEAR 


Trusty Curtis Describes Conditions in the Cells When 


People Were Clamoring for the Life of 


Negro Reeves Friday Afternoon

HARPER CHILDREN VISIT CAR- 


SON AND IDENTIFY ELI 


REEVES 


The experience of one of the prison-1 


era confined in the county Jail when it 
wan threatened by a mob Friday af- 
ternoon and evening was a thrilling 
one. 
J. E. Curtis, a trusty, undergo- 


ing sentence for a misdemeanor com- 
mitted at Wadsworth In a graphic ar- 
ticle for The Journal this morning, 
tells the story In his own way as fol- 
lows: 


"How 
it seems to be in a Jail when 


it is surrounded by a thousand lynch- 
ers. It was hard for me to realise 
I was one of the prisoners in the 
Washoe county Jail January 20. 1906. 
I kept thinking It must be a horrible 
dream, from which I would soon awake 
and once more find myself lying by my 
dear wife and babies 
thousands, of 


mile* away. 
As I walketf to the cells 


of the prisoners whose charge was 
murder, I gave them a hasty glance 
nnd as I see them crouch In the cor- 
ners of their cells and see their pallid 
fares, my heart went out to them for 
theres was Indeed a desperate situ- 
ation. 
I tried to allay their fears as 


best I could and told them the Sheriff 
was not a little bit afraid and that he 
would protect his prisoners: 
The! 


most thrilling moment of the day oc-j 
curred shortly after twilight as the 
Sheriff took the 
miserable 
wretch 


(who 
killed or attempted to kll Mrs. 


Harper) out of the dungeon. The Jail 
was dark with a ray of moon light 
streaming across the dungeon floor. 


As the mnsslve.door swung back on Its 


hinges the thing In the dur geon cow- 
ered bai-k like a wild animal at bay. 
With one grasp the Sheriff pulled him 
from his cell and as he parsed by me 
the prisoner's face In the moonlight 
wan the face of a devil from Hades. 
AH the door was -Blammed and locked 
behind, and I was left alone In that 
moonlit corridor, 
my blood 
seemed 


turned to Ice. for through the open door 
of the now empty dungeon. I semed 
to see a thousand Imps of Satan. With 
one bound I slamed It shut and rushed 
to my own lonesome cell. In a few 
moments the Sheriff returned and call- 


to two other men charged with 


murder to get ready to leave the Jail. 
In a moment one them appeared, his 
limbs almost palsied with fear. With 
trembling lips he begged the Jailer to 
protect him and said he would rather 
take his chances locked In his cell. 
Being assured of protection, he 'be- 
came quiet. 
In a moment after a man 


who had passed seventeen months of 
awful agony, came creeping from his 
cell with pale cheeks and eyes glowing 
with awful fear. He seemed to see 
the awful rope tightening about his 
neck. 
Out the Jail door the two were 


hustled without ceremony. 
Out In the 


night with all the world against them. 
Out In the world where there shall be 
for them eternal night. 
Thinking the 


curtain had decended on the last act 
of the day, I retired to.my couch with 
a prayer to my Maker for his kindness 
to me in making my lot .so pleasant, 
when compared to the experience of 
these three men. I was soon asleep and 
dreaming of walking through a beau- 
tiful garden, with my wife and babies 
by my 
side, when 
I was 
rudely 


awakened by a big bushy headed man 
who held a candle to my face and told 
me to stand up. I did so with alarc- 
tty. 
'You're not the man," he said 


and with a smile at my frightened 
face, he turned and Joined the others 
In a search for nigger. I very much ad- 
mired the cool manner and quiet way. 
Mr. Maxwell handled . the committee. 
With a pleasant but determined man- 
ner he conducted the search, and as 
some were inclined to do a llttlu on 
their own hook, they w.»re speedily 
bhought In line and compelled to follow 
him. 
A second committee appeared 


who were again shown through the 
Jail by Mr. Maxwell. After reporting 
to the crowd out side the Jail that no 
prisoner was In the Jail with a charge 
more serious than robbery, It semed to 
satisfy them and In a few momenta 
all was quiet and we were allowed 
to sleep. 
Maybe not the sleep of In- 


nosence, but sleep as only tired men 
can sleep who have been under a men- 
tal strain.
